Usual width of highway, twenty feet—enough to permit two 
large vehicles to pass with ease. Exposed points are protected 
by masonry walls or anchored steel cables. Highway is provided 
throughout with a thorough system of drainage. 


Features: Thesky-line drive over Lookout Mountain drops 
ultimately into the canon of Bear Creek, a famous trout stream, 
along which several of Denver's millionaires have built summer 
homes. Shelters, fre-places, comfort stations and picnic grounds, 
provided with pure mountain water, occur at convenient intervals. 
Animal park of 135 acres, on west slope of Genesee Mountain, 
contains wild buffalo, elk, deer and other untamed animals.
